TRE ALLIED DEBT TO THE U.S.

Yostead of Mr. Mellon (Secretary to the Treasury) being en- 
trusted with plenary powers as regards funding of the foreign debt 
due te the United States as stated in a cable of the Ttb inst, itis 
now expected that the Bill which the Ways and Means Committee 
‘of the House of Representatives has tentatively, approved will be 
passed, creating a commission onder Mr. Melloa’s chairmanship. 
{The previous message stated : The question of funding nearly 
ten bil ion dollars worth of Allied war debts to the United States 
was raised by the Secretary to the Treasury, Mr. Mellon, before the 
ways and means committee of the House of Representatives. Mr. 
Mellon urged that Congress should take early action towards giviag 
him the fullest authority to conduct funding negotiations as early as 
possible. The indebtedness of one Allied nation to another must elso 
be considered ; in otber words, America must co-opezata with other 
creditor nations is arranging a plan of settlement. The Governments 
of Europe, who owed about nine-tentbs of the total debt, would in a 
year be in 8 condition to pay interest, of which none had yet been 
collected. No foreign government had suggested the canrellation of 
debt since 1919. Mr. Mellon deprecated the deferring of fanding 
legislation until after the Conference. Several members objected to 
_ placing such s vast power in the kands of one man.)

PROBLEMS OF LIFE ON 
OTHER PLANETS. — 


Famous Canon’s View. 

Have the beings who inhabit 
other planets progressed to such 
an extent that they possess a 
soul which will live for ever? 

This was tho suggestion pat 
forward bp Canon Barnes (of 
Westminster Abbey at the 
Modern Churchmen’s Corgress 
at Cambridge. 

Modern psychology, he said, had 
not yet reached « atage when we 
could confidently use its conch 
sions to restate the doctrines of the ; 
Holy Spirit and the Tocarnaon: | 


bat if, as seemel certain, there | 


were in our minds regions below: 
roanifest consciousness where we 
received suggestions from our 
fellows, and whence we 
geve out suggestions to them, 
it might well be that in thesa 
regions we received divine grace 
and hed intercourse with the 
Holy Spirit. 

The New Testament writers 
assert that the earth was the 
ceotre of the universe, but we 
knew it to ba orbor planetina 
solar aystem which was itself not 
of especia] importance. 

EVOLUTION OP ANIMALS. 

The millions which existed in 
stellar space, the matter of which 
other .ones were composed, was 
not essentially different from that 
of our own solar fystem. 

‘It was most improbable. that 
the conditions of temperature, 
and so forth, on numerous other 
planets were not, and never had 
been, favourable to the existence 
life. 

Further we bad learned that 

life had existed oo the earth for 
about a bhasdred million years, 
and that we were the products of 
its evelution. 
Possibly. then, the earth :vas 
but one of many worlds where; 
Hife existed, ard it might well, on 
other planets have led to the 
evolution of animals, possibl7 
very different from ourselves in 
physical structure yet carrying 
spiritual consciousness. 

We had to view the Incarne- 
tion in’ the light of such possi- 
bilities. and also to regard it not 
as an event which happened some 
fonr or five thousand years after 
the Crestion, but as a revelation 
vouchssfed to man after some- 
thing like s million years of bu-, 
man existence. 

HAVE THEY A SOUL? 

As regards the issues raised by 
the possible existence of other in- : 
habited worlds, aur utter ignor- 
ance made discussion largely . 
fanciful. If life in osher worlds’ 
bad led to our spiritual onder-° 
stending with our certainty that 
there were in tha universe 
absolote values like gnodnras end 
truth, whirk indicated the na'ure 
of God; if soch animal« knew 


they ought to he Joyal to God and 
were hindered bymanifold tempta- 
tions, then we might affirm 
that they were-created that they 
might become. infinite. spirits, 
capable of eternal tife, and that 
some method had been’ provided 
for them of realising their 
destiny. | .
